WASHINGTON, D. C.

E. Capehart and William Jen- 
ner of Indiana (Republicans) 
signed the compromise plan 
on Tuesday evening of this 
week ending the 15-day fili­
buster of Dixie Senators 
against a Senate ruling to 
stop filibusters.

Last Friday the two Indi­
ana Senators voted to over­
rule Vice President Barkley’s 
ruling that the Senate may 
by a two-thirds vote limit de­
bate on a motion, as the Sen­
ate rules now stand. The 
vote of the Hoosier Senators 
in this instance was tanta­
mount to sustaining the cus­
tom of Dixie solons of stag­
ing a filibuster against any 
measure of federal legislation 
not meeting then* approval.

sent to Senator Lucas from New 
York last Thursday.

He told Senator Lucas that un­
dercover agents of the league, who 
are members of the hooded order, 
have reported that the Klan is 
drgani/ing “intensive support” for 
the filibuster.

"As a snetiiic example.” the tele­
gram said, "acting exalted eyclops 
of Klavern No. 1. Dr. Green’s so- 
called mother Klavern of the na­
tion, at Atlanta, on Monday night, 
instructed all Klansmen to write 
letters to Senators George and Rus­
sell and all other Senators with 
whom contacts can be made for 
the purpose of showing ‘popular’ 
support for the filibuster. At an 
earlier meeting, detailed corre­
spondence and conference with1 
these Senators on same subject 
had been reported.”

The telegram said that on pre­
vious occasions the Klan had 
raised funds to support filibusters. 
It also pointed out that the hooded 
organization had been listed as 
un-American by Attorney General 
Tom Clark.

The telegram said the Klan’s 
exalted cyclops had indicated that 
Republicans would go along with 
the filibusterers. "at least enough 
to defeat civil rights.”

Sheldon also disclosed that the 
Klan meeting in Atlanta on Mon­
day night. March 7. had been at­
tended by seventy-five persons and 
that one new member had been 
initiated.

At this meeting, the league's 
agent renorted. Dr. Samuel Green, 
grand dragon of the Klan. was 
absent but his office was filled by 
a man named Ransom. Dr. Green 
was said to be in South Carolina 
initiating members into a new 
Klan.

The agent's report said after a 
talk by a Rev. Mr. Jones, an ar­
ticle concerning Klan methods of 
obtaining members, which appear­
ed in the Atlanta Constitution, was 
denounced. The Rev. Mr. Jones is 
reported to have called the article 
"rotten” and stated that he was 
glad such men as Rogers were in­
eligible for Klan membership.

The Rev. Mr. Jones is said to 
have commented on the way Sena­
tor George had fought the civil 
rights program. He is reported to 
have added that all Southern Sen­
ators would fight the~program and 
that he was glad Repi/blicans 
would go along far enough to de­
feat it.

The agent said fi man named 
Cliff Vitturs attacked colored peo­
ple and stated that England and 
France had treated them equally 
during the war and in return col­
ored soldiers left thousands of 
black babies with white mothers 
to disgrace their country.

A further talk, credited by the 
agent to an Atlanta policeman, re­
ferred to the bombing of a home 
recently purchased in a white 
neighborhood bv Mrs. Rosa Jor- 
rence, a colored beautician. He 
is reported to have said that the 
same thing uouki kapoen to any 
colored person buying property in 
a white area. The woman, the 
policeman is alleged to have said, 
had identified one of the men who 
did the bombing.

The agent also renorted that a 
Mr. Field, who works for an auto­
mobile sales agency in Atlanta.

brought loud protests from 
Prosecutor George 3. Dailey that 
police are making arrests illegal­
ly without proper evidence and 
without search warrants.

Dailey, battling with the mayor 
in a long, running feud over a 
“shakndown attempt” involved in 
the “illegal arrests”, defended his 
stand on the ground. “I’m concern­
ed about the constitutional rights 
of everyone.”

Mayor Feeney, in a statement 
read at the Wednesday Board of 
Safety meeting said: “Unfortun­
ately, some citizens for reasons 
best known to them, would have 
the people of Indianapolis feel 
that the men of the police depart­
ment are accepting bribes, shak­
ing down the poor downtrodden 
gambler and cheat, and working 
in collusion with shyster lawyers 
to fix cases.”

But Prosecutor Dailey insists 
police, in fairness to every citizen, 
get evidence of law violations be­
fore making arrests.

Pointing to the wholesale ar­
rests last week, he declared: “Po­
lice don’t arrest murder and rob­
bery suspects without evidence. 
Why is it they have so much trou­
ble getting evidence on gamblers? 
Why is it they bring in 84 cases 
in one day and lose all 84 in 
court?

“It’s a lot of wasted motion; it’s 
inefficient. If they had arrested 
one person and convicted -him, it 
would be better than losing the
34. ”

Exhausted by battle 

Several NAACP leaders and 
other key civic figures threw their 
energies into fighting for the new 
law until they were near exhaus­
tion. Then, following signing of 
the bill by Gov. Henry F. Schricker 
on March 8, there came a let­
down. From this point of view, 
it was too bad that the school 
victory occurred during early 
stages of the membership drive.

“It is not a question of in­
difference on the nart of the 
public,” Smith said. “We know 
that the community is with 
us as never before. But some 
of our best workers have 
worn themselves out tempor­
arily. Therefore we are issu­
ing a special call to rank-and- 
filers — ministers, housewives, 
labor union members, frater­
nal and civic groups—to take 
hold and carry through this 
drive.”
Smith pointed out that “there 

are probably heavy battles still 
head on the school front. We have 
won something to fight with, but 
let no one be deceived—the forces 
of prejudice will not give up sim­
ply because a law was passed.

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MUDDYING WATERS OF THE SCHOOL 
SITUATION

We wonder what prompted Indiana’s attorney-general,
J. Emmett McManamon, to issue his somewhat strange ' 
opinions on the new school law last week.

As the saying goes, the Attorney-General has a right 
to his opinions, and no doubt they could be defended on tech­
nical legal grounds. On that point we are not competent/' 
to pass judgment, although we note that qualified attorneys 
do not agree with the Attorney-General’s interpretation.

Frpm a public relations point of view, however, it is 
impossible to escape the conclusion that the observations of 
the Attorney-General had a political flavor. Before Gov. 
ernor Schricker signed the bill. Judge McManamon said in 
the first place that it was constitutional. So far, so good.

But the Attorney-General went on to add some rambling 
comments of which the purpose was unclear, lie speculat­
ed that the hill “might” violate the charter rights of private 
colleges. He asserted that it “made nothing unlawful” and 
carried no penalty provisions.

After the Governor signed the bill into law, the Attor­
ney-General issued another opinion which was stronger on 
the negative side. Repeating the claim that the bill ‘‘made 
nothing unlawful,” he now said that it would be “ineflec- 
tive.”

Whatever the Attorney-General’s motives, this state­
ment muddied the waters of the school situation after tin' 
public had accepted passage of the law ending segregated 
schools. It was in effect a call to the prejudiced elements 
to continue their resistance against democracy in the schools.

What purpose did the state’s chief law-enforcement 
officer have in pointing out that the law does not carry pen­
al provisions? Is it not a fact that civil legislation of this 
type generally does not carry such provisions, leaving pen­
alties to the courts? Is it not true that the former school 
law, under which the segregated schools have been operat­
ing these many years, carried no penal provisions?

The people of Indiana, we believe, have made up their 
minds to end segregated schools, and their representatives 
have passed a law to that purpose. We predict that, re­
gardless of the opinions of the former Speedway City mag- • 
istrate, segregated schools will be ended in the manner pre­
scribed by the law'.

calkins pollutes the air

At a time when Indianapolis is bending its civic efforts 
to reduce “air pollution,” we wonder why it is necessary for 
Radio Station WISH to carry the ravings of one Harry 
B. Calkins.

Mr. Calkins, a small-fry Republican politician and for­
mer publicity man for the late Mayor Robert H. Tyndall, 
has been “reviewing the new’s” for something called the 
Civic Security League of Indiana. He has devoted recent 
broadcasts to spewing forth anti-Negro venom that is fully 
worthy of the Ku Klux Klan.

For instance, take Calkins’ broadcast on the pleasant 
Sunday afternoon of March 6. He described the NAACP 
as “a radical political instrumentality, directed by Walter 
White and Paul Roteson, both listed as Communists.”

Now' any informed person knows that (1) Paul Robeson 
is not connected in any way with the NAACP; (2) Walter 
White is an anti-Communist; (3) the NAACP is a non-po­
litical organization; (4) while Paul Robeson may be “listed” 
as a Communist (on Calking’ list?), he is actually vice- 
chairman of the Progressive Party.

But as Hitler observed, if you tell a big enough lie the 
truth will have a hard time catching up with it. Most white 
listeners exposed to Calkins’ propaganda have no way of 
detecting the falsehoods.

At the conclusion of this broadcast Calkins declared: 
“Many a smart Republican will be glad to spot the Demo­
crats all the minority voting groups if the GOP can have all 
(he white native votes.”*

We call upon the Republican Party, Station WISH and 
law-enforcement officials to put a halt to this vile and in- 
Hammatory racial incitement.

EDUCATION, A BULWARK OF 
DEMOCRACY

The National Education Association in championing 
the cause of federal aid to education, notes that due to un­
equal distribution of w’ealth (in the various states) and chil­
dren, many states and localities are unable to afford ade­
quate minimum programs of education for children enrolled 
:n public elementary or secondary schools.

Further the N. E. A. cites that over four million chil­
dren, ages 6 to 17, are not enrolled in any school, nearly 
three millions of persons age 14 or over are illiterate and 
over eight millions of persons of our country over age 14 
have had less than five years of schooling. In this connec­
tion nearly three-quarters of a million young men during 
World War II were rejected because of educational defi- 
ciences.

Our observation, this is a travesty upon the promises 
of the American way of life, in that billions of dollars are 
being expended over the earth to bribe people away from 
politico-economic ideologies in competition with our w^ay of 
life. Yet it now appears that our basic security and hopes 
rest in securing the full promises of our way of life to all 
jjeople as testimony of the virtue of our way of life to the 
rest of the world.

President Truman in speaking to the Eighty-first Con­
gress urged the enactment of legislation giving federal aid 
to education and appropriating three hundred million dol­
lars. The people should support this request and demand 
that members of Congress support the President’s “clean 
clear vision of the future needs of our way of life”, or a 
course of things necessary in promoting the power and glory 
hereafter of the Republic.

In theV-ongressional filibus­
ter that is now under way. 
this yreat nation is standing 
at its Armageddon. President 
Truman was wise in asking 
for a showdown; for the post­
ponement oi the vital issues 
involved will not help mat­
ters. These issues must he 
fought to a finish, sooner or 
later, and the sooner the bel­
ter. And so the fight is on 
and may God help the cause 
of righteousness! Fortunate­
ly. for the nation this issue 
has been dragged out into full 
view of the nation and the 
world, and can he according­
ly appraised.

There is thus far an air of 
decency even about the rabid 
Southerners’ masked attempt 
to eternalize the subjugation 
of the Negro. They are mak­
ing it a matter of states’ rights 
instead of making it an out­
right issue. Even those rabid 
Southerners would he decent 
in their attempt to hold 1 he 
Negro down: When they be­
come ashamed .to declare their 
wicked purpose, we have signs 
of moral gains.

There was a time when the 
issue would have been launch­
ed ’ upon strictly anti-Negro 
grounds hut the evacuation <»?' 
these distasteful premises is 
a subtle sign of progress. The 
country has expressed itself 
on the grave issue of civil 
rights and now it is up to 
Congress to express itself on 
these same- issues. This writ­
er has more than once declared 
that the'greatest trouble with 
the South and North is not 
its fellowship hut its leader­
ship. If the unhappy South­
land had a few more stalwarts 
who were willing to stand up 
and be counted, there would 
be no problem to find those 
to follow them. As often as it 
is given a chance, the young­
er white South always express­
es itself as unmistakably 
ready for moral advance.

This nation is standing at 
its moral Armageddon fight­
ing for its life. If these civil- 
rights issues fail, it will be a 
national failure and not the 
failure of the Negro race. If 
these issues fail we shall weak­
en our position in the eyes 
of the world, - whose eyes in 
the long run are alimportant.

The South lias at present 
experts writing a report on 
the progress of the Negroes 
of the South and this report 
is to save the South’s face in 
its challenge to the rising tide 
of righteousness. When the 
South ceases to bulldoze and 
bully its position on the Negro 
and resorts to apologetics 
which the current study will 
exemplify, we are certainly 
coming upon a new day in the 
history of race relations in 
the South and nation.

No intelligent man would 
deny the South the right to 
‘ justify” itself in this matter, 
for its case could stand a lot 
of “justification.” And when 
we speak of the South, care 
must be exercised lest we 
lump the whites of the South 
which would be a great in­
justice to thousands of nobly

inlentioned v.V.ies who are 
pained at the turn events are 
taking. Bui they, like Negroes 
canno. stem the temporary 
tide l!i it is Rowing today in 
a i that gives the South
some unpleasant advertising.

Bui the sooner these issues 
tire ‘threshed out the better 
for the cause in race relations. 
But we very much fear that 
the “explanation" of the 
South’s position will he worse 
than its declaration. The rase 
for a man in the wrong is 
never concluded and so the old 
South that has carried its fight 
into a Congressional Arma­
geddon will he henceforth on 
the defensive. Its position will 
become more and more un­
tenable even as did that of 
the slave-holding South a cen­
tury ago.

We fervently hope that the 
forthcoming “study” that is 
designed to “justify" the 
Smith will he full of fact and 
luu full of fanties; and the 
fear tlud it may not. hinges 
about Congressman Stennis’ 
release jon the partial report, 
lie sets jfoHh the advance the 
Negro lllas •miade in education 
hut he does not say that such 
advance stems from the things 
made possible by Northern 
phi lain liropy.

This should he done even at 
the risk of displeasing Philip 
Murray of the CIO, William 
Green of the AFL, and other 
white labor leaders whose 
favors are constantly sought 
by their Negro colleagues.

As a matter ot fact, Ne­
groes would gain stature tre­
mendously through such ac­
tion. Of course it involves 
some risk, but that is exactly 
how leadership wins respect 
and gains confidence.

On other safe issues it 
seems that the average Negro 
labor leader is quite outspo­
ken and his mimeograph ma­
chines and press agents keep 
the newspaper offices supplied 
with pronouncements on many 
of the most important issues 
facing the American people. 
Now is the -time our labor 
leaders really should speak 
out. Should the closed shop be 
made to respect the principles 
of fair employment practices?

The Senate filibuster is only 
a sham battle. The Senate 
Democratic leadership is play­
ing into the hands of South­
erners by their complacency, 
and Republicans, speaking on 
issues irrelevant to the change 
in the rules so as to curb 
filibusters, arc aiding the fili- 
husterefs.

If there is any doubt about 
the phony nature of the filibus­
ter, all one needs to do to re­
solve that doubt, is to read the 
Senate’s proceedings. For ex­
ample, on Tuesday, March 8, 
Senator Arthur V. Watkins, 
Republican, of Utah, held the 
floor for more than two hours 
demanding that President 
Truman make the North At­
lantic security pact immediate­
ly available to the Senate, and 
Senator Henry P. Cain, Re­
publican, of Washingtoh, spoke 
for six hours and forty-five 
minutes against President Tru­
man’s nomination of former 
Governor Mon C. Wallgren, of 
Washington, to be chairman of 
the National Security Resourc­
es Board.

Under Senate rules, a Sen- 
tor has the right to speak on 
any subject that he may choose 
at any time that he can ob­
tain recognition from the pre­
siding officers, but it does 
seem that in the face of a fili­
buster Senator Watkins could 
have cut short his remarks and 
Senator Cain could have de­
ferred his speech until later.

That, however, is not the 
only proof that the filibuster 
is phony. On Friday, March 
4. Senator J. William Ful- 
hright. Democrat, of Arkansas, 
was supposed to take up the 
filibuster as soon as’ the Sen­
ate convened at noon. But it 
was not until 3:37 p. m. that 
he actually began talking. He 
had been delayed by speech­
es by other Senators on mat­
ters unrelated to the filibuster.

Senator Watkins was an of­
fender on that day also when 
he spoke on the North At­
lantic Pact. To prolong Wat­
kins’ speech. Senators Lister 
Hill of Alabama, Richard B. 
Russell of Georgia, and Rus­
sell B. Long of Louisiana, 
asked a number of questions.

On that day also Senator 
Owen Brewster, Republican, of 
Maine, spoke on the appoint­
ment of Louis A. Johnson as 
Secretary of Defense, and Sen­
ator Joseph R. McCarthy, Re­
publican. of Wisconsin, spoke 
in favor of a resolution to 
make October 11, the date of 
the death of Casimir Pulaski, 
Polish soldier who fought in 
the American Revolutionary 
War, Pulaski Day.

Besides, it toon a roll call 
consuming forty-two minutes, 
with directions to the Sergeant 
at Arms to request absent 
Senators to attend the session, 
before a quorum could be ob­
tained and Senator Fulbright 
could begin speaking.

Foils indicate that a majority 
of the Senate will vote to 
override a decision of Vice 
President Alben W. Barkley 
reversing the ruling last sum­
mer of Senator Arthur H. 
Vandenberg, Republican, of 
Michigan, who was then Presi­
dent Pro Tempore of the Sen­
ate, that the cloture rule does 
not apply to motions to take 
up bills, if a cloture petition 
is offered to end a filibuster.

In that event, it appears that 
the only way the filibuster 
can be broken is by a physical 
endurance contest. But such a 
contest cannot be won if Sen­
ators not engaged in the fili­
buster are going to talk about 
matters irrelevant to the issue 
of whether the rule should he 
changed to curb filibusters and 
if Senators will not answer 
roll calls promptly when a 
point of quorum is made.

It seems that the Democrat 
and Republican leadership 
could agree on postponement 
by Senators not engaged in 
the filibuster of such speeches 
until such time when they 
would not be giving aid and 
comfort to the filibusterers.

The other thing that appears 
necessary is round-the-clock 
sessions seven days a week.

At the most, there are only 
about fifteen Senators who 
would be effective in a talka­
thon with strict enforcement 
of Senate rules. Of the twenty- 
two Senate seats of states in 
the Deep South, one is vacant 
by reason of the death of Sen­
ator J. Melville Broughton. 
N. C. Senators Claude Pep­
per, of Florida, and Estes Ke- 
fauver, of Tennessee, favor a 
change in the rules.

Senator Walter F. George, 
of Georgia, is 72 years old; 
Senator Clyde R. Hooey, of 
North Carolina, 73, and Sen­
ators Kenneth McKellar,’ of 
Tennessee, and Tom Connally, 
of Texas, are in their 80’s. 
None of them could be ex­
pected to hold the floor for 
much over two hours.

Senate rules provide that no 
Senator may speak more than 
twice on the same subject on 
the same legislative day. A 
legislative day lasts indefinite­
ly. The Senate now is in the 
legislative day of February 21, 
the day on which the filibus­
ter began, and will stay in 
that legislative day until it 
decides to adjourn and not 
recess.

DIVJTY IN A TIME QF 
CRISIS

One of the most banal gen­
eralizations regarding the Ne­
gro is that he is his own best 
critic and among the favorite 
adverse criticisms which he 
makes of himself is that ‘Ne­
groes are not together’.

However true that criti­
cism may have been his ori- 
cally, what has been happen­
ing nationally and locally 
since the war has rendered it 
practically false.

The manner is which Negro 
organizations, churches and 
individuals rallied behind the 
lekislative program of the Na­
tional Association for the Ad­
vancement of Colored People 
during the recent session of 
the Indiana General Assembly 
was an indication of a degree 
of unity never before believed 
possible.

The fact that Negro Greek 
letter societies, which were 

founded to 
p r o m o te 
s n o bbery 
and “soci­
ety”. sent 
1 o b bvists, 
pet itions. 
t e legrams 
and 1e t - 
ters to in­
fluence the 
passage of 
bills ex-
tending 
d e m ocra- 
cy to sub­

merged groups was as remark­
able as it would have been un­
believable a few years hick.

The fact that Negro church­
es not only permitted an­
nouncements to be made re­
garding the proposed legisla­
tion from their pulpits, but 
encouraged their members and 
ministers to sign petitions and 
to visit the legislative - halls 
in the interest of the passage 
of the bills, demonstrated that 
Mie Negro church is out to re­
capture its former position of 
leadership among the group.

It was almost unbelievable 
to see Negro professional poli­
ticians without regard to par­
ty join forces to pressure th^ir 
respective parties to pass the 
desired legislation.

What was more remarkable 
was to see leaders who have 
been branded radical, liberal, 
conservative and reactionary 
making common cause.

When sane historians a few 
years hence endeavor to in­
terpret this period in our na­
tional and local life, they will 
no doubt give this suddenly 
found Negro unity a promin­
ent place among the compo­
nent forces that influenced the 
course of American history in 
the decade following the Sec­

ond World War.
What the historians may 

fail to mention is the fact tli it 
the unity so long sought came 
as result of many causes' 
which may be summed up un­
der the genenl heading of 
American racism.

To begin to understand the 
apparent sudden birth of uni­
ty it is necessary to know Hie 
genesis of tjie division that 
has characterized the Ameri­
can Negro since the days, of 
Reconstruction.

The fact that many N gro s 
held with the school of Book­
er T Washington that il was 
possible to r lain a place of 
recognition in American life 
hy accepting for a time the 
dominance of th'1 white man 
while building a satisfactory 
parallel culture gave leader-' 
ship to a group of accomodat­
ing leaders who were referred 
to as “Uncle Toms”. While 
this group included many se’f- 
seeking individuals,, there 
were in k manv men who 
sincerely believed that if the 
Nrgro kept “in his place”, th * 
white man put of gratitude 
would grade illv grant free­
dom economically and politi­
cally to the Negro. It was 
rfter awakening to the hitter 
fact that freedom is not vol­
untarily given to a suppressed 
group by their oopressors no 
matter how humbly the op­
pressed may act that many of 
the erstwhile leaders of Hit* 
“time is not ripe” group have 
joined in the active fight for 
first-class citizenship for 
Negro Americans.

Another factor in bringing 
unity to heretofore diviri *d Nh - 
groes has been the terrific on­
slaughts of the hate groups 
such as the DixiecraLs and th:* 
local “Civic Leagues”, whose 
chief reason for being is to 
holster faltering white su­
premacy by maintaining re­
strictive covenants and gen­
tlemen's agreements to keep 
the Negro ghettoized. Manv 
Negroes who were formerly 
ready to go along with the 
idea of . separate but equal 
foolishness of these groups 
found out lately that no eq iul- 
ity was intended and that sep- 
i rateness was not necessarily 
a virtue.

Negroes ot all shades of 
opinion and all philosophies 
are becoming fed up with llu* 
paradox whereby the while 
man denies a Negro a job and 
then calls him .shiftless; sep­
arates him into the worst 
Hums under Conditions that 
breed criminality, and then 
calls him vicious: denies him 
education and then calls him 
ignorant..

That is a partial explanation 
of the unity that seems to Ik* 
something new under the sun.

continuous session and in the 
same legislative day, the fif­
teen effectives would be com­
pelled to talk until their 
tongues hung out and they 
would be physically worn out 
by a lack of sleep.
